ies black dark Self, ſome broken frag- 
ments of that filchineſs which every 
man thinks he is free from, and yetthe heart of 
every man is ful of. Who is there that looks not 
on the niore hideous part of Evil, at leaſt, as ac 
a diſtance from himſelf? Little does man 
think, while hecries out againſt it, and ſeems 
very zealous to have it purged out of the whol 
world (if it were poſſible) that it lodgeth fo 
cloſe in his own boſome, that he dothnor, nay 
cannot diſcern it there.. 1the Lord ſearch the 
beart , and try the reins , but no man knows 
whatis in his -heart, or in his reins. 
Abundance of wickedneſs hath broken 


forth in theſe few years, and every eye ices 
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} inthe budding forth of it) 
but who {ces it inthe root? It appears in the; 
Kings party, in the Parliaments party, in the 
Armies party; among the Epiſcopal ſort, 
'Presbyterians , Independents, &c. All theſc 
ſee it plainly enough in one another, and 
ſtrengthen themſelves in accufations againſt 
one another; but who ſuſpects it at home ? 
Who imagines, while he cries out againſt 
Pride, Covetoulſneſs, Cruelty, Treaſon, Here- 
fie, Blaſphemy, &c. that he himſelf is the 
ſpring whence theſe iſſue, and where they 
would live and flouriſh, if all the outward 
appearances of them were cut off? 

What Moſes once ſaid to thepeople of 1ſrael 
neer the time of his death, That they had ſcen 
great works & wonders of God both in Egypt 
and in the Wilderneſs, yet God had notgiven 
them an heart to perceive, nor cyes to ſee, nor 
ears to hear, unto that very day, Deut.29. 3,4- 
The ſame may be applied to me, and every 
man, inthe ſence in hand. We have ſeen great 
and ſtrange breakings forth of wickedneſs , 

Man hath been ſtripped almoſt naked, turned 
inſide out; this have weall ſeen, but wehave 
not ſeen our ſelves in this fight, our own 
nakedneſs is not underſtood by us : Ir is the

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— ſo cruel, ſo ſelf-iſh, not the Parli- 
aments 2: *tis the Parliaments. party, not-the 
Armies: 'tis the Armies, not the; Levellers': 
Soin Religion, Tis the Epiſcopal- party-that 
is ſo looſe, ſo formal, ſo overt in matters 
of Religion, not the Presbyterians2 Tis the 
Presbyterians, not the Independents; or-if 
ſome of all theſe, yet notI , not ſuch' as; are 
of my ſtamp, of my praQtiſe. Ah: fubtle; 
whortſh Self ! who can finde thee in thy cun- 
ing ſhifts, who canſt lodg wickednes ſo fecret- 
ly in thy heart, that thou thy ſelf knowelt it 
not to bethere? Well, ſhall I tell thee what 
I think? Surely Condemnation is written in 
every mans forehead : Every man, in finding 
faulc with others, pronounceth' judgment: a- 
gainſt himſelf dayly. When thy heart ſhall 
be opened by the Seareher of it, and the quin- 
teſſence of that diſcovered to be in thee, 
whereof thou haſt condemned but ſome ex- 
tracks in others, what wilt thou be able to 
plead why that judgment ſhould not pals 
pon thee, that thou haſt paſſed upon others. 
Doubtlels thou muſt be forced to confeſs, that 
how unighteous ſoever thy Judgment hath 
been concerning others, (as moſt of our Judg- 
MEA A3 ments 
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ments paſſed upon others are, chonghroethink 
etherwile, ) K.” the Judgment of PT con- 
cerning thee, is juſt: And it is a righteous 
thing, that thouchy ſelf ſhouldſt undergo that 
ſentence,” which thou'thy ſelf haft pronoun- 
ced againſt others, ina caſe far ſhort of thine, 
eſpecially ſeeing thy Saviour (who can be thy 
onely hope of reſerve) bids thee expeRt it, for 
he poſitively told his Diſciples, That with 
what Judgment they did judg they ſhould be 
judged,Mat.7.2. Thou haſt here preſented 
to thee a little taſte of a parcel of thy Self, how 
thou wilt relliſh it. Iknow not: Thou mayſt 
think thy ſelf injured becauſe it is layd fome- 
what cloſe tothee, without ſuch limitations 
and exceptions as thou mighteſt have crepr 
out at. Well, be itſo, but know withall, that 
when thou comeſt to be ſearched by the 
Candle-of the Lord, thou muſt be forced to 
own theſe yet farther, and perhaps far more 
deeper, and greater abominations then theſe. 
However take this as kindly as thou canſt 
from him, who waits, in ſome meaſure, as he 
is enabled, for the deſtruction of this whoriſh 
Self, both in himſelf and in thee. Who then

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paing, that he ſees and knows the thing , is deceived in 
all things. But in ſome chitigs there ts a thicker paint, 
they are morethroughly guilt , they are ſo curiouſly 
wrought , ſo liketherhing they-repreſent , that it will 
nire a very narrow. plercing eye to look-thtough, 
chem inro'thie ſubſtance it ſelf. Some thihgs have*yer 
a deeper dye, that tis. almoſt. impoſſible ro diſcern 
them.

But all theſe are nothing to: the heart of a man, the 
heart of a man far ſurpafſes all theſe, -7#: is: decestfull 
above all things , it hath far. more curious:deceits\, and 
it is far more exaC at the Art of deceiving then an 
thing elſe can be. It has decetts and $kill rocozen it” 
ſelf with : It can feem  tohate fin , and' make it ſelf 
beleeye .ir doth hate' fin; all manner of ſin, its 
own "beloved {in, its inmoſt fins -moft, and yer 
all 'this while. hugg» cheriſh, imbrace, enjoy 
thei ; unſeen, unknownto'ir ſelf: it can kiſſe- fin and 
ſack the ſweetneſs of. fin, even in thoſe very ptayers 
| it ſeems to put up. againſt fin, and of: that'very.fin 
which it ſeems in its own ſpirit to be moſt fearfullof; 
and moſt bent againſt. Ir can feed fin with that _ 
| which 


whichit ſeems to give to'it, -ro mortifie and ſtab it.-It 
can ſeem: tobe zealous for Gog, for rhe advancement 
of his glory, 'for'the good of man in generall, and 
:nore particularly for the people of God, big with 
motions and defignes rhis way. and inthe meaq time 
hate God his glory, yea, hate man and the people of 
God, and in thoſe very defignes and motions, endea- 
vour the throwing of them all down, and all this ſo 
unknown to it ſelf, «that it would thiok-, you did ir the 
greateſt injurie inthe world to conceive fo of it ; nay, 
it ſhould be injurious rot ſelf, if it: ſhould ſuſpeR a- 
ny ſach thing concerning it ſelf. Here isa deceiver in- 
deed, other deceivers coſcn others,and they are very ex- 
a& indeceit that can coſen all others, bur the heart 
can coſen it ſelf at any time, or in any thing it plea- 
ſes, and ſocoſen it ſelf roo, that it is impoſſible ro 
ſuſpeXdeceirt in that thing wherein it coſens' it ſelf. 
The heart is indeed deceittull above all things. 

2. Theextream wickednefle of it, azd deſperath 
wicked, it is as wicked as it is deceitfull » as filrhy 
within» as finely painted without. It is not for 'no- 
thing that it hath this large cloak of fin, but it has 
within proportionable wickednefle to cover with it. 
There is a Fountaine, a Sea, an Oceanof wickedneſs, 
andoſ the worſt kind,the intenſeft kind, deſperate wic- 
ked neſs. The finne that appeares abroad inthe world, 
is but ſome drops, fome rivolets of that that is inthe 
heart; nay, it 1s hardly of the ſame kind. The evill 
that appeares in the World, it is modeſt, ra- 
rionall, lovely in: compariſon of that which is in the 
heart.; that, there is- a more mad,'2 more deſperate 
kind of wickedneſle ; that Ulncleanneſfs, that Pride, 
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that Cruelcy , that Eomity, that Rebellion againſt 
God, that Blaſphemy that makes ſucha noiſe in the 
world; Alas» it 1s a poore peece of wickednefſe to 
that which is in thine and my heart. If our hearts 
were opened and compared with ſuch putward aRtings 
of thoſe perſons we now think very abominable, A- 
las, they would be Salnts in reſpe& of us, the ſight 
of ſuck adepth of deſperate wickednefſe would (val- 
low up a little ſhallow breakings farth of it,

Thi deſerves ſerious conſideration, for as tit is the 
work God is alwaies about,ſo he ſeems now more eſpe- 
cially to apply himſelf to ir,he hath gone very far in ic, 
he hath ſo opened this ſink in allforts of men, in every 

man, that every man is become abominable, 1 had al - 
moſt ſaid, toall but himſelf, and his own party. the

My intention at preſent is only to treat a little con- 
cerning the ſecond of theſe,the deſperate wickedneſs of 
of mans heart» wherein there may alſo be a further 
eouch:'given about the deceitfulneſs of it too, 'it being 


_ apart of its wickedneſs, as well as cloak for all the 


reſt. 
The heart & deſperately wicked, | 

This is his reſttmony of it, who. tries and knows 
it. Imight mention other Scriptures. alſo which 
ſpeakto the ſame purpoſe, . as that in Ercleſ. 9.3. The 
heart of the ſons of men tis full of evill,, and madueſſe is 
7n their heart nh:lethey [ive. He ſpeaks not concerning 
one mans heart, but generally concerning every mans, 
the heart of the ſons of menz and couples evill and them 
altogether : Nordoth he-ſpeak reſtrainedly concer- 
ning ſome kind of evill, but indefiaitely raking in all 
manner of evill; there is nothing that is called evill, buc 
is to-be found inthe heart'of man. Neither. is there 
onely a ſpice or tang of ſome kind, nay of every kinde 
of evill, but- every mans heart is full of all manner of 


evill.. The heart is averyvaſt thing, but as vaſt as its, 
it 
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it is full, and thpt of evill, hasasS much evill in ic, as it 
canboldy | 
4nd madneſs is in their beart while they Irve, Mad- 
neſs is the greateſt diſtemper rhat can befall man» ir 
quite unmansthe man, takes away his reaſon, or rather 
poyſons it, that it becomes no-way profitableto him, 
but a ſtrong engine to entangle him; and the greater 
and ſtronger his reaſon is, the more ts he bound inthe 
ferters of his diſtemper, and the leſs able to help him- 
ſelf. There are three known properties of madaeſs, 
of mid men. AL:ſehretouſreſs, eſpecially ro them- 
ſelves, they care not how they cut .and wound them- 
ſelves. 1nſenſiblexeſs, they feel not the ſmart of blows. 
And #:lfulneſs, there is no perſwading ofthem to any 
thing, leaſt of all to anything that is good for them- 
ſelves. | 
This is the true piture, the reſemblance of every 
man; he is mad» whar others appear to him to be in 
a ſhadow, he himſelf is ia truth, a mad man, a man de- 
ſtitute of his true reaſon, that which is leſt, is no more 
profitable to him, then that is in him, whom hecalls 
the mad man. He hath all the properties of madneſs, 
He is miſchi:zvous ro himfelf, cuts, ſlaſhes, wounds his 
foul unmercifully. He is ſenſible, infenfible of the 
wounds he gives himſelf, inſenſible of the afliions 
God lays upon him. He is »#If#/,there's no perſwading 
him to any thing, but what agrees with his madneſs ; 
you cannot diſpleaſe him more then to offer him Phy- 
fick» nor torment him morethen force him to rake it. 
An1whenGod doth force any upon him,and cauſe it to 
work, how doth he.roar and cry out, as if the healing 
of his madneſs were the loſs of his happineſs? Nor 
B 2 | doth 


| doth this madneſs lie in ſome of his motions, bur itthis. 
heart» where ir keeps poſſeſſion all the days of his life. 
And madneſs is in their heart while they live, while man | 
lives, while man hath an heart of his own, this madneſs | 
lies in it when he dyes» and has anew heart given him, | 
that heart is free from it.So that well known place, 
AMat.15.19: Out of the beart proceeds evil thoughts, mar - | 
ders,adulteries,fornications, thefts, falſe witneſs, blaſphe- 
mies, Whata bundleof wickedneſs is herethat pros. 
ceeds out of the heart,and therefore has its place and re- 
fidence in the heart. * 

To illuſtrate rhis further, I Call inſtance in ſome of 
the more common ſort of Wickednefſes, which lodg 
inthe heart, and contribute ſomewhat towards the fil- 
ling of it,as particularly in theſe, Pride, Covetouſneſs, 
Envy, Unrighteouſneſs, Enmiry, Cruelty, Ulnbelicf, 
Hypocrifie. | 

1, Pride: Pride is a deſperate Evil, it puts every 
thing out of its place, thruſts down what is excellent, 
lifts upwhat is baſeand viles ſets all things in acom- 
buſtion and contention. What is the reaſon there is 
ſo much trouble and diſorder every where, but becauſe 
there is ſo much pride, which is ftill begetting,height- 
ning and nouriſhing them. Now the hearr of man a+ 
bounds with this deſperate Pride. Pride chiefly aQs 
anJ diſcovers it ſelf in three things, in high conceirs of 
Self. in great defires, and vehement endeavors toexalt 
and ſer up Self, and all theſe are in every man ; there is 
no man (though perhaps moſt think otherwiſe con- 
cerning themſelves) free from ſach conceirs; from ſuch 
defires, from ſuch endeavors | 
1. Every man is highly conceited of _— 
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what he is, of what he does, of what he deſerves. * 
There is none fo uncomely, but they are lovely in 
their owneyes 3: none ſo fooliſh, but they thiak them- 
ſelves wiſe; every man admires his 0vn parts, his own 
abilities, hisown gifts ; every Chriſtian, fo far as he 
ia matyhis own graces z and he is not fet high enough 
thinks himſelf; he is qualified for bigher employ- 
ments, in Church, 'in Common-weal, then he is put 


to. 
Then for his A&ions, how bighly does he think of 

them alſo > Vhar ever he does its well done. Seldom 
does a man do any thing fo itt, that he does not juſti 
fie himſelf in,in fome reſpeR orother, Is he angry: He 
has juſt cauſe. Does he anywrong>He was juſtly provo- 
ked, it was not injury,butthat which the party deſerved. 
His good ations are exceeding good, his bad he was 
drawn to,incited to,tempted to, they did not flow from 
himfelf 5 He hath ſtill fomewhat before him, ro make 
himfelf and his own actions lovely to him, andeo take 
off that unlovelinefs which any effe may faften vpon 
rhem, : | 

' Laſtly, For his defires, He values them too according - 
tothe rate hefets upon himſelf, and upon his 2fions > 
Hethinks he deſerves highly of men, of Chriftians,for 
alt he does for them, and among them ; He is never 
prized —_ according to his worth, his friends do nor 
value! him enough, Church, Common-weal, where - 
ever his ſervice is, it is: not-ſifficiencly eſteemed or re- 
warded;  * | 
Theſe are the thoughts that lie hid in every many © 
[eart Con himſelf, and at ſomerimes break forth 
{> into his view, that he muſh needs ſhut his eyes,op ac-" 
knowledg them: | 2-Man: 
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2. Man has great deſires to ſetuphimſelf,; 'ris al- 
moſt; if not altogerher: the ſole of his deſfires,to pleaſe 
himſelf, ro have-every thing ſubje& co himſelf; tobe 
eſteemed, hotiored and made uſe of himſelf, to have his 
abilities employed, commended, rewarded; this is rhe 
very heart of the man; this is that every man pants af 
ter, and would fain poſſeſs. 

2+ Heuſes great endeavors too to atttain this; He 
will runthrough all difficulries, uſe all diligence, ver- 
ture all hazards and dangerstoſatisfic himſelf,to pleaſe 
himſelf. Vhat coſt will a man be at to ſet up his own 
will? How many contentions are dangerouſly begun 
ahd chargeably maintained, meerly to humour a mans 
own will > Vhen Reafon, Judgment, nay, ſenſe of 
ſmart ſays, Lec them fall ; No,ſays Will, | willrather 
looſe all firſt, and this alone many times continues 
them. VVhat pains will a man take ro maintain his 
own wiſdom ? He will rather lay his folly open by 
multitudes of vain excuſes, then ſuffer a blemiſh of in- 
diſcretion to lie upon him. How eagerly does he main- 
tainthe excellency of that which he commends, the 
worthleſneſs of thar which hediſpraiſes > This is that 
every man ſtrives for, to have his will therule, his wiſ- 


dom the Counſellor ; if any thing be amiſs, he would. 


have hadit otherwiſe;if anything prove amiſs,it was be- 
cauſc his advice was not followed. All a mans thoughts, 
reaſonings, diſcourſes, bearing of his brains (were he 
ableto ſee it) tend this way, either direQly to advance 
ſomewhat that hath reference to Self, or ſecretly ro un- 
dermine fomewhat that ſtands- in the: way of. the ad- 
\ vancement of Self. Profit, Pleaſure, Honor, either out- 
ward or inward, which draw all men after them, what 
are 
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Fe they, bur ſeverall waies of advancing ſelf more ſu- 
rably to its temper? Thus is the firſt of thoſe evils 
propoſed tobe inftanced in, which hath irs ſeat in the 
heart of man, Przae, 

II. The ſecond is Covetouſneſſe. As mah onely 
would ſet up himſelf, ſo he would onely enjoy all 
himſelf. He would 'dwell alone ; He would be as 
God is; alone, and none befides him : He would have 
all ro himſelf ; He is never ſatisfied, while there is 
any thing to be had. His cye is never ſatisfied with 
ſeeing, nor his care with hearing, nor his heart with 
enjoying; Every thing 1a man 1mmeaſurably covers, 
oh what a depth cheh 15 there in his heart that feeds all 
theſe. We look upon raking and ſcraping a 
little filver and gold together, as the chief part of co- 
vetouſaeſs ; Alas! that is but one branchof it, and 
but a poore petty one neither, in reſpe& of what is 
in, and if occaſion ſerve,can ariſe out of his heart.

V. Emmity. Man hates every thing but himſelf. He ©

Thereference that ts ro Self 4a any 
thing, he loves : Therefore he loves his kindred, be- 
cauſe they are a part of Self, rhey are but Selfalittle 
multiplied, and removed. And thus he loves 'God, 
lethim look upon him as a preſerver of himſelf, as a 
Saviour of himſelf, as one that 1s good and kind to 
him : bur this is notthe love of God, but ſelf-love. 
Inthis ſence a man may be ſaid ro love moſt things» 
for moſt things have ſome reference to him, and thar 
reference he loves ; bur this is not the true love of any 
thing, but the love of Self in thar thing. This is net 
2 Pure, but an adulterous love,and the flowings forth of 
it inevery kinde, and inevery ſtep, are unchaſte.

| GH anger, 
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anger and fear enough in man excite and draw itour} 
then it will ſoon appear ſomewhat like it ſelf. 

Flr. #nbelef, diftruſlt of God. Man, there's no 
faith rowards God in him , He cannot, he will not 
truſt God, but himſelf, and creatures like himſelf he 
will truſt,nay cannot forbear truſting,how often ſoever 
he be deceived and wounded thereby. . The Jews, Gods 
own people, could never be drawn to truſt God-but the 
helps and means themſelves ſought out> though they 
proved continually broken reeds to them. All the ex- 
periences they had of God, all the miracles hedid for 
them-all the miferies theyfelt by _—_— him intheir 
diſtreſſes,and running to other ſhifts,could never bring 
them to truſt God, but till every freſh occaſion draws 
forth unbelief in them, and murmuring from them. 

Perhaps ſome beleevers may be apt to complaine, 
that here wants diſtinQion all along, and may have 
ſuch diſtinQions in their minds] whereby they can 
throw off all this from themſelves, and lay it at the 
doores of. unregenerateand unbeleeving mens hearts. , 

To ſuch I ſhall fay onely this, Oh firs, take heed, leſt 
when your beart come toberipped up, andthe depths 
cherein laid open, they prove fo vaſte,: as to confound; 
and ſwallow up that diſtin&ion, which. now appeares 
ſo great and clear in your eyes. b NT 

Y1l.Thelaſtevill that I now ſhall mention, is Hy- 
porrifie, The heart is very deceitfull, cozens men; Co- 
zens it ſelf, aſſaies to cozen God...

Thovghall theſe forementiored evills are in man-yet;

For Pride, He isnor ſolift up in his ſpirit as was 
expreſſed. Hehas not any high conceits of himſelf,or 
of his own parts, or abilities, or graces ; he ſees others 
go beyond him : And he hasno ſuch deſires in himto 
beexalted ; nay,he would nor be to high, nor does he 
uſe endeavours that way, he takes no pains at all to lift. 
uphimſelf, or tohave himſelf exalted. .. | 

For Covetouſreſs : It is far from him too,he does not 
rake and ſcrape as he ſees many others do, but he is very 
well contented with what he has. Is it not a ſtrange 
thing» yet very common ? The moſt wrerchedly cove- 
tous perſons can ſce and cry out againſt Covetouſneſs 
in others, but they themſelves ſeem to-themſelves free 
of it, and all thar they do in this kind is no more then 
they ought, or art leaſt are warranted todo. 

For Erty; He envies no man, perhaps. he will con- 
feſs he wiſhes it were ſomewhat better with himſelf, 
but yet he is not offendedor prieved at the proſperity of 
any other. Ls 

So for #xrighteouſneſs, He is far from that, he will 
tather wrong himſelf, then any oneelſe. | | 

And for Enmity, He bears ill will ronone, forgives 
all the world with all his heart. - | 

As touching Cruelty, God forbid he ſhould be fo 
wicked as to be cruel toany. 1s thyſervant & deg ? ſaid 
Hazael,when the Prophet rold him weeping-what cru- 
elty he would exerciſe in ripping up women with child, 
&c. - He conld not harbor a thought of any ſuch bar- 
bariſmlying within him. | 
Unbelief likewiſe, which ulcs to diſcover it ſelf, both 

1 


in a mans ſpirit, withdrawing from a naked depending 
on God, and inrunning to "99 nes, for ſupport _ 
relief, is exceedingly hid in the heart from che man, ſo 
that he cannot fee or acknowledg it, unleſs in the lump, 
(which rhe heart ina ſecret craft may do, to hide the 
branches of it the more ſecurely.) 

There is a notable example concerning the deceit of 
the heart abour the unbelief of ir, in thecoherenceof 
this Verſe with the former. The Propher had pro- 
nounced a curſe from the Lord upon theunbeleeving 
heart Verſe 5. Thas ſaith the Lord, Curſed us the man 
that truſteth in man, and maketh fleſh his arm, and whoſe 
heart departeth from the Lord, And had alſo proclaim- 
ed the beleever hlefled, Yerſ. 1.8.8 te ſſed 1s the man that 
zrufteth in the Lord,and whoſe hope the Lord is, for he ſhall 
be as a tree planted by the waters,&#c. What now would 
this people ſay to him, who were always running to 0+ 
ther means, and departing from the Lord, but yet could 
never be convinced thereof > VVhy ſurely they would 
preſently be bleſſing themſelves ; they would look up- 
on the Gentiles, (who did not know God,nor truſt God) 
as the perſons to whom this curſe did belong» but as for 
themſelves , they were heirs of this bleffing : Their 
hearts could witneſs within them, that theirtruſt was 
not in men ; indeed they did addreſs themſelves to men 
ſometimes for help as means under God, ſo they might 
make uſeof the Egyptians or Afſyrians in ſuch a ſenſe, 
but they did not rruſt them,their only truſt was in Ged. 
Ah, ſays the Prophet, the heart « deceitful above all 
things: Little do you know how your hearts cozen you; 
you ſtill think,you only uſe means under God,and your 
truſt is alone inhim , whereas in truth your heart de- 
parts 
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patts from him, . you dare not, you cannot truſt him in 
any diſtreſs, looking it in the face,' and nor ſhrinking 
back ; but your heart is raiſed or dejeted, according 
as the means and helps it hath recourſe to, appear unto 
it. 

So exceeding deep is the hypocrifie of the hearr, thar 
man can never beleeve what 15 19 him, until he ſee it 
break forth from him, and long may it break forth from 
him before he can be drawn to feeit; very palpable 
muſt that evil be, which mans heart cannot ar leaſt in 
ſome meaſure ſhift off from ir (elf. 

Thusthou hat had a lirtle glimmering of the groſſer 
part of chy ſelf, which Self is the firange woman thar 
flattereth thee with her lips, alluring thee from the 
chaſte and pure embraces of thy firſt love into her un- 
clean bed z Bur ſhould I rrack her in her more refined 
footſteps and motions, in her ſeveral dreſſes, attires, or- 
naments,paintings, & ſhew thee her covered here with a 
ſycer meekdiſpontion, wich modeſty,wth learning,wich 
2 natural nobleneſs of ſpirit, with all the excellencies of 
nature, covered there with all the excellencies of Reli- 
gion, crept into every form of holineſs that is viſible in 
the world,into all duties,into all graces, into all ſpiritu- 
al motions,into faſting,prayer-beleeving. waiting, love, 
joy,peace,ſorrow for fin, humility, patience, &c. what 
wouldſi thou ſay 9 What wouldſt thon think * How 
wouldſt thou ſtand amazed. 

And yet- is ſhe not now thus laid opento the fight 
of every obſerving eye, and efpied under all theſe by 
them that watch her? 

She was clothed wich Civility, with Morality, with 
Generoſity, adorned with the choiceſt flowers of na» 

| | ture, 
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ture, learning, art, inthe Kings party» ſo finely guilded 
and painted with noblenefs and bravery, that her worth 
ſeemed to be real and truly excellent : Bur how baſe 
did Self break forth, and appear under all theſe, and 
put off theſe at pleaſure > What baſe unworthy a&t= 
ings, unbeſeeming menof honor or ingenuity, did Self 
put thoſe noble ſpirits upon ? 

She was clothed with Religion, the Reformation 
thereof, and regaining of juſt Rights and Liberties, and 
ſerting up a perfe&t Adminiſtration of Righteouſneſs 
in the Parliaments party; a brave attire, very lovely ap- 
parel: bnt did nor Self too apparently lie underneath it? 
Did not this appear to be. the dreſs of Self, which ſhe 
made uſe of, and threw offat pleaſure? 

She was clothed with ſeveral of the higheſt and moſt 
beautiful forms of Religion in the Army» with a fla- 
ming zeal of ſetting open the fountain, and all the 
channels of Righteouſneſs, poſſefling every man with a 
preſent enjoyment of thoſe Rights and Liberties which 
others had under pretence of preſerving, defrauded 
them of. Sure here is integrityhere is the naked Glory 


of God, and good 'of the Nation ſpringing up : Who 


would think to find Self lie lurking cloſe here roo ? 

Nay, it is commonly reported, that this Harlot is 
crept into Churches, Ordinances, Religious Exerciſes ; 
ito Faſtings, Prayers, Preachings, Morning Exerciſes, 
where Self-advancement, Self-interefts, Self ends, Self- 
deſigns ſmell ſo ſtrong, that they are offenſive to all, but 
ſuch as arc engaged in them. 

Bluſh oh Heavens, and be aſtoniſhed oh Earth, how 
are ye both firipped ! There's no vertue nor ſtrength 
left incither of you. Natural Excellencies have now 
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nb power tokeep Self under in rhe earth among mien, 
but there ſhe-gers up, and will be Miſtreſs. Neither 
have ſpiritnal excellencies atiy power to keep her yn- 
der among Chriſtians, but there ſhe lifts her ſelfupas - 
a Queen alſo. Whar Chriſt ſaith is to little purpoſe, 
whar Self ſaith is become now the Law to Chriſtians. 
If ſhe ſow the ſeeds of enmity and divifion atno 
them,it muſt grow, andthe feed of Love which Cheri 
ſows muſt be nipped. Though Chrift ſay, Thi i my 
Commandment, that ye love one another, as 7 have loved 
you; Yet if Self ſay, This is my Commandment, rhit 
ye hare one another, that ye ſtir up hatred againſt one 
another ; that ororbes men would agree andbeat 
ace: 'yet ye lay a you, and keep vp Var and 
loodſhed for your own ends and intereſts ; while Self 
is Miftrefs it muſt be ſo, her Law muſt Rand. 
_ 'Bnt 1 find my ſpirit growing weary of this fubje&; 
(there is another part thar I wonld fainbe viewing of; 
and digging into, and I am apt ro groan out; oh that 
this were ſhut, and that opened, or rather that this 


{ were burnt and confamed, and that fourbiſhed and 


brighrened,) I ſhall rherefore only propoſe ſome few 
Confidetations by way of Conſequence from the Pre- 
miſes,and fo conclude.

The purity of 
the objeQ, and the ſeeming; integrity of the aRion,canq 
not take off, the impurity which goes fromthe heart 
into every motionand thought of, it. There are ſome 
kind of thoughts, malicious thoughts, cruel thoughts, 
paſhonate thoughts, , covetous thoughts, unclean 
thoughts, ſuchas theſe man will eaſily;yield to be evil; 
but that his holy thoughts, his religious thoughts, his 
Medirations o1+God, hjs goodneſs, his providence» his 
thoughts of Reformation,of ſuppreſſing evil in others, 
and ſearchingand purging it out of his own heart alſo, 
that theſe. ſhoyld be evil,what mandoes orcan ſuſpeR?” 
yet-this ſentence God paſſes on all his thoughts : Nays. 
© though he do-not go 'o far as a thought, .ifhedo bur.

And ſtill as perſons grow 
in light and knowledg, and ſo come to diſcern the 
more ſecret and ſpiritual dreſſes of ir, they are ready 
to give themſelves ſcope to cohdemn it in ſuch or ſuch 
a dreſs, (wherein now they full well know it,) not ſee- 
ing what more ſpiritual ſhape rhe ſamerhing has put 
on 10 them, under which it hides it ſelf,and a&ts more 
powerfully, then it did inthoſe lower ſhapes and dreſ- 
ſes whereby it deladed them before.
